NEW DRIVE STARTS TO-DAY 



Up to a late hour Saturday Bour- 
bon county had pledged a total of 
8,1.37,000 pounds of tobacco to the 
Cooperative Burley Tobacco Marl;et- 
ing Association plan. This repre- 
sents a total of 7,9 58 acres, and is 
included in 1,239 contracts. Of the 
total 137,000 pounds have been 
signed up since last Monday, a week 
ago. The campaign is progressing 
steadily in the county, with the so- 
licitors busy in every precinct. 

With three flying squadrona of 20 
men each, in automohiles, women 
workers in eeTeral of the couutleB 
and intensive driven in which busi- 
ness and profeesioual men will as- 
sist, closing their stores and offlees 
in order to do so, the second to the 
final week of the Burley Tobacco 
Growers' Co-operative Association 
drive started yesterday in every 
county in the Burley district. Those 
counties in which there are to be no 
public speakings will have precinct 
drives, but the public meetings will 
continue right up to the close of the 
campaign. 

Organization Manager Joseph Pas- 
sonneau said that, in his opinion, 
and judging by the enthusiasm 
manifested the past week by the 
workers throughout the district, 
there was no doubt of the ultimate 
success of the movement. Manager 
Passonneau gave out a list of the 
additions to the poll by counties the 
past week, as indicative of the rapid 
gain made hj the co-operative move- 
ment and warrranting the optimism 
felt about headquarters as to the 
final success of the campaign. 

Yesterday matBiag a lying squad- 
roB of twenty imb ta auto— bliss 
started out aad will keep at work 
until November IB. It will be head- 
ed by Captain Sam Clay, assisted by 
Lieutenant Edward Burke, of Paris, 
This morning another squadron 
will start, and Wednesday morning 
another, all three to keep going un- 
til the end of the campaign. The 
leaders of the other two have not 
been decided upon.
